general purpose of the club — to 
beautify Dixon. 


Ed Carry, who was the program 


chairman of the charter club, told 
of 28 Dixon men holding their ini- 
tial meeting Jan. 5, 1949, at the 
home of their first president, Wal- 
ter Knack. 


It was from ttiis meager begin- 


ning that the Dixon Men's Garden 
club blossomed into the organiza- 
tion of today with almost five 
times as many members aa that 
charter club. • • *

Dixon Police 
Join S-D Day 


Chief Tyne Points Out 
Snow and Ice Hazards 


The Dixon police department is cooperating with safety 


and law enforcement officials all over the nation to make 
Dec. 15 Safe-Driving Day. 


"We join President Eisenhower 


and urge all citizens of Dixon to 
cooperate on S-D Day. Let's show 
what can be done when everybody 
cares and tries especially hard to 
be careful—then we'd like them to 
continue trying 365 days a year," 
Chief of Police Frank Tyne said 
today. 


Tyne pointed to Dixon's safety 


record for the first 11 months of 
1954. 


"We have had 422 reportable ac- 


cidents so far this year, including 
206 amounting to over $100 dam- 
age. We have been lucky so far 
and have had no fatal injuries in 
Dixon but there have been 48 peo- 
ple hurt," he added. 


June Was Worst 


Dixon averages three accidents 


with over $100 damage every five 
days and one person injured every 
seven days. 


June was the worst month for 


injuries with eight and March, 
April and September were the 
lightest with two injuries. 


October topped the list for the 


most number of accidents reported 
with 46, including 28 amounting to 
over $100 damages. 


"When streets are packed with 


snow, as they are today, a motorist 
starts out with two strikes on 
him," Tyne warned.

Hatoyama 
Succeeds 
Yoshida 


TOKYO (SV— Ichiro Hatoyama, 


a pro-American Conservative who 
wants increased trade with Russia 
and Red China, tonight was elected 
prime minister of Japan — a post 
he may not hold more than three 
months. 


A coalition of Hatoyama's Dem- 


ocrats and the Socialists moved 
the 71-year-old diplomat into the 
spot from which Shigeru Yoshida 
was forced to resign two days ago. 


The vote was 257 for Hatoyama 


and 191 for Taketora Ogata, Yoshi- 
da's 
deputy premier 
and new 


president 
of Yoshida's 
Liberal 


party. 


For their support, 
Hatoyama 


promised the Socialists he would 
dissolve the Diet parliament next 
month and call new national elec- 
tions before March 10. 


The Socialists threw their sup- 


port to Hatoyama because they 
frankly figure to be the only party 
to gain House seats in any general 
election 


Yoshida. who stepped down Tues- 


day in the face of overwhelming 
opposition from the unusual coali- 
tion of Conservatives and Socialists 
was not present for the vote. His 
resignation did not affect his status 
as a member of the Diet. 


Hatoyama has declared he will 


continue 
Yoshida's 
policies 
of 


working closelv with the West. The 
Socialists 
oppose 
Japanese 
re- 


armament and U. S. bases in 
Japan, both of which are favored 
by the new prime minister.

Tests have shown that they cut 
stopping distance in hall and 
give four to seven times more 
pulling traction. 


Don't jam on your brakes to 


stop. Pump them gently. 


Keep a »afe distance between 


you and the car ahead. Without 
tire chains, it takes from three to 
12 times as far to stop on snow 
and ice as on dry concrete.

ever seen," died today at the age

McGowan was a victim of a 


heart attack, his second in six 
days. He had retired earlier this 
year after working as an Ameri- 
can League umpire for 30 years 
and setting an all-time record for 
durability. 


At one stretch of his career, Mc- 


Gowan umpired 2.541 consecutive 
games without missing an inning. 
That's a better record than the 
player mark of 2.16* held by the 
late Lou Gehrig of the New "York 
Yankees. 


A fiery little fellow with a pep- 


pery tongue. McGowan had the 
reputation of being a pretty tough 
customer behind the plate. Grif- 
fith said his toughness never cost 
him a friend, stating "Bill always 
wanted to be right and sometimes 
he had to be tough to make it 
stick." 


MrGowan was taken 111 last sum- 


mer while on the job and was sent 
to his home in suburban Silver

Mundt Says 
He Warned 
McCarthy 


Refused to Read 
Statement for 
Injured Senator 


WASHINGTON 
(IP)—Sen. 


Mundt (R-SD), one of Sen. 
McCarthy's close friends, dis- 
closed today that he tried in 
vain to dissuade the Wiscon- 
sin Republican from making 
his statement blasting Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 


Mundt said he told McCarthy: 


"Eveiybody knows Ike is not for 
the Communists." 


But, he said, McCarthy repbed: 


"They're shooting at me down 
there and I've got to say some- 
thing." 


By "down there," he apparently 


was referring to the White House. 
Mundt said he thought Eisenhow- 
er's praise last Saturday of Sen. 
Watkms (R-Utah) "triggered" Mc- 
Carthy's blast. 


Watkins was chairman of a. spe- 


cial committee which recommend- 
ed censuring McCarthy for his con 
duct. The Senate rebuked McCar- 
thy last week by a vote of 67-22. 
Mundt voted against the condem 
nation move. 


Last Saturday the White House 


quoted Eisenhower as having told 
Watkins he had done "a very splen- 
did job" as chairman of the com- 
mittee. 


Gives Account 


McCarthy referred to this in his 


stinging attack on Eisenhower two 
days ago when he accused the 
President of displaying "a shrink- 
ing show of weakness" toward com- 
munism. 


McCarthy's blast came last Tues- 


day dunng a hearing being held by 
the Wisconsin senator's Investiga- 
tions subcommittee. 


Mundt, a member of that com- 


mittee, m an interview, gave this 
account of what happened: 


Mundt was presiding at the hear- 


ing when McCarthy came in and 
took a seat beside him. Mundt 
leaned over and asked McCaithy 
if he wanted to preside. McCarthy 
said no, that as soon as he caught 
his breath he wanted to make a 
' statement. 


i 
A minute or two later McCarthy 


told Mundt that his injured elbow 
was hurting him and that he was 
going to his office but would be 
back in about half an hour. 


'Simmer Down' 


While McCarthy was absent from 


the hearing, a xvoman from his of- 
fice came in, and told Mundt Mc- 
Carthy's elbow was hurting so 
much he wouldn't be back and said 
McCarthy wanted Mundt to read 
a statement for him. 


Mundt read the first paragraph 


or two of the statement handed to 
him but stopped when he came to 
the part attacking Eisenhower. He 
handed the statement back, saying 
he didn't want to read it for Mc- 
Carthy. 


Mundt also said he didn't think 


McCarthy ought to make the state- 
ment and asked that this word be 
taken back to McCarthy. 


Shortly thereafter McCarthy re- 


turned to the hearing-. Mundt told 
McCarthy he had refused to read 
the statement and advised the Wis- 
consin senator not to issue it.

hearing on Communists in defense 
plants 
closed down 
Wednesday 


night after only two days and its 
future course apparently rested 
with the absent Sen. McCaithy (R- 
Wis). 


In all, the Senate Investigations 


subcommittee heaid 11 witnesses. 
McCarthy, its chairman, had an- 
nounced before the hearings be- 
gan that 42 subpoenas were being 
issued. 


As the hearings ended, Sen. Pot- 


ter (R-Mich), who was presiding, 
said there were no present plans 
to resume, although he said there 
were "other witnesses who could 
be called." James M. Juliana, the 
subcommittee's acting staff direc- 
tor, said staff investigative work 
would continue. 


"I don't know what Sen. McCar- 


thy's plans are or when he will 
be back," Potter told newsmen. 


10 Day Rest 


McCarthy left Washington Tues- 


day for a rest of 10 days or so 
after he had appeared at the pub- 
lic hearing- briefly to read a state- 
ment which has been mteipreted 
as an open break with President 
Eisenhow er. 


McCarthy's destination has not 


been disclosed. He has been try- 
ing to legain full use of an elbow 
which was injured several weeks 
ago m a Milwaukee handshaking 
accident. 


On several occasions—during the 


36-day Army - McCarthy hearings 


last spring and more recently dur- 
ing the special Senate session 
which considered condemnation of 
his conduct — McCarthy protested 
that important subcommittee work 
was being delayed.

Christmas Gift Shoppers 
Boom December Business 
See Trejid to Expensive

giving to Christmas period is ex- 
pected to be 5 per cent heavier 
than a year ago.

of early shopping records in 33 
key cities. 


Search for Value 


Higher priced lines of merchan- 


dise are attracting more interest 
this year, it notes. But there's also 
a determined search for value, 
and shoppers aren't just tossing 
their money around carelessly. 


The good start on their big sea- 


son is pleasing merchants in 25 of 
the 33 cities. Until the Christmas 
buying started, retail sales for the 
nation had been slightly trailing 
year ago records. Since December 
is by far the biggest sales month 
for most stores, the volume of 
Christmas business makes all the 
difference in the profit and loss 
figures for the year. 


Crisp weather has helped bring 


out the shoppers. By putting the 
accent on winter clothing, it also 
has increased store sales volume 
probably just as much as has the 
generally better feeling among 
consumers over the outlook for 
their jobs and incomes. There's 
nothing like a feeling of security to 
make a man more generous at this 
time of year. 


Volume Grew 


The better look came to the cash 


tills of many firms last month. 
November sales reports of a num- 
ber of chain stores announced this 
week show dollar volume running 
from 2 to 25 per cent ahead of last 


year. Food chains did an especially 
good business for the Thanksgiving 
holiday and are expecting to repeat 
at Christmas and New Year's. 


The gain in sales hasn't been 


uniform across the nation, and the 
Commerce Department finds some 
store managers merely hopeful of 
holding their own.

Let's Forget It 


The cry was heard in 1946 and now it is heard again: 


the. president should resign because the country has voted 
into power a congress of the opposite party. But the argu- 
ment has little merit.t and ought to be abandoned once and 


First, any president who followed that course would be 


setting a pattern that other succeeding occupants of the 
White House would presumably be expected to match. And 
the net effect of such a practice would be to reduce the presi- 
dential term from four to two years, except in those fortu- 
nate periods when his party held congress throughout the 
whole elective span. 


The U. S. constitution clearly specifies four years as thp 


president's term, and it seems unwise to suggest that it be 
amended by resignation. 


Second, if it did become the practice to quit when a 


hostile congress was voted in. then any president would feel 
compelled to conduct an off-year eleclion campaign every bit 
as exhausting and time-consuming as the presidential cam- 
paign itself. 
. 
There is absolutc-ly nothing to recommend this. It is bad 


enough that members" of the house of representatives must 
seek re-election every two years. In a very real sense they 
never cease campaigning;. " Neither would the president if 
congressional defeat led surely to his resignation. 


Ask any congressman and he will almost certainly tell 


you he has just begun to learn his job as his freshman term 
Is ending. He really needs two or three terms to become a 
seasoned lawmaker. 


For the president, the problem is far more acute. His 


burdens of administration are tremendous. In two years' 
time, he can hardly get past the beginnings of his legisla- 
tive program. 
The'time is too short to judge his effort prop- 


erly. If, on top of this, he were called on to electioneer like 
a consressman. his opportunities for convincing performance 
would be even fewer. 


A third objection to the resignation pronosal is that it 


rests on a counle of false assumptions—that the people mean 
to repudiate their president when they elect a hostile con- 
gress, and that no president can function successfully unless 
his o'vn partv controls Capitol Hill. 


Even a landslide defeat for a president's party in con- 


gress doesn't necessarily indicate his repudiation. Witness 
1938, when Republicans gained 80 house seats only to lose 
resoundinglv to Franklin D. Roosevelt asain in 1940. Cer- 
tainlv the 1954 Democrntic gain of 17 house seats and a 
48-47 senate edge is no whopping mandate against President 
Eisenhower. 
• 
* 
• 


Furthermore, presidents have for a long time been func- 


tioning with—or against—hostile congressional aggrega- 
tions, with from fair to surprisingly good results. 


In 1947 and 1948. when President Truman was in the 


White House and congress was Republican, some of the most 
important foreign policy legislation in this nation's history 
was adooted—Creek-Turkish aid. the Marshall Plan, the 
North Atlantic Treaty. 


The late FDR operated from 1938 through 3944 with a 


congress, which, while nominally Democratic, often aligned 
in conservative Democratic-Republican coalitions that fought 
him. 
Yet we were able to prosecute successfully the greatest 
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lii Hollywood 


war in our history. 


Even on domestic matters. Mr. Truman hardlv fared 


better with a Democratic congress than with the Republican 
80th. Mr. Hoover is perhaps the most striking modern ex- 
ampl<=> of one who did suffer from such a division of control. 


But on th» w^ole. this argument, like the whole case for 


resignation after a mid-term election reverse, is weak. Let 
the president travel the full course.

Bleaching, Shaving Help 
Conceal Dark Hair on Lip 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, 


The problem of excessive hairi- 


ness is not confined to grown wom- 
en. Mrs. M.. for example, writes 
that her daughter who is not yet 11 
years old has a dark heavy growth 
of hair on her upper lip and asks 
whether bleaching would be ad- 
visable. 


In the vast majority of cases ex- 


cessive hairiness of this sort on the 
face or possibly the arms or legs 
presents more of a psychological 
or emotional problem than it does 
a physical one: it is said that only 
in one case in a hundred is some 
disorder of the endocrine glands 
(glands of internal secretion) at 
fault. 


BI,EACHIXG is one method of 


approaching the problem. Needless 
to say it does not give a perfect 
answer. Another method is to nab 
off the hairs with a cosmetic de- 
vice which is well known. Shaving 
is a further possibility. The only 
safe permanent method is by use 
of an electric needle known as elec- 
trolysis. In an 11-year-old girl, how- 
ever, it would usually seem wise 
not to pay too much attention to 
the situation or build up a serious 
self-consciousness. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM w h i c h 


has troubled uncounted numbers 
of parents is the question of thumb- 
sucking. One mother wrote that 
her five-month-old baby sucks her 
thumb and asks if it would hurt the 
child emotionally u ifa trt«U to 


break her of the habit at that age. 
This is a difficult question to an- 
swer since there are two schools 
of thought m the matter. 


Some believe that a definite ef- 


fort should be made to break the 
thumb-sucking habit early in order 
to avoid possible trouble with the 
teeth. Others feel that this is un- 
imporatnt. I am inclined to feel 
personally that too much effort 
should not be devoted to breaking 
up the habit at the age of five 
months. The child at all times 
should be given love and affection, 
and, as soon as possible, other in- 
terests and in all probability the 
little one will stop her habit before 
it has done any harm. 


A CORRESI'OXDEXT who signs 


herself "worried mother" wants to 
know if her son's feet should be 
operated on because while only 5 
years old he walks pigeon-toe. By 
this I presume the mother means 
that the youngster turns the toes 
inward on walking. This is not con- 
sidered a disease by itself but is 
often found associated with other 
conditions of the foot. 


( It would be wise to have the 
youngster examined for such foot 
difficulties but pigeon-toe of itself 
is likely to be corrected without 
treatment as the child grows older 
unless some other deformity is 
present. Sometimes raising the out- 
er border of the soles of the •ho«f 
may improve the gait.

Loot From 1909 
Robbery Found 
Hunters Uncover Pennies 
Hidden by Train Bandits 


LEWISTOWN, pa. <*—This cen- 


tral Pennsylvania community to- 
day buzzed with accounts of a 
robbery—a train robbery that took 
place more than 45 years ago. 


The talk started Wednesday when 


three deer hunters reported they 
accidentally stumbled across what 
might be "part of the loot taken 
from 
a 
Pennsylvania Railroad 


train near here in an early-morn- 
ing holdup in 1909. 


The uncovered "loot" consists of 


about 3,700 Lincoln head pennies 
.which old-timers say the train 
robber mistook for pieces of gold. 


Police said about a million dol- 


lars in gold bullion was being car- 
ried on the train from Washington 
to Cincinnati when it was dyna- 
mited to a. stop. 


The gunman, however, .got into 


the wrong car and ended up with 
several sacks of pennies. 


John A. Dubendorf, Lewistown; 


his brother Albert, of Middletown; 
and Charles E. Bell, of Maitland, 
found the coins while scurrying 
through the woods last week in 
search of deer. 


"We kept the find a secret until 


we could thoroughly search the 
area for the gold we thought might 
be hidden there," Albert told a 
newsman. 


The three men said they learned 


of the train robbery through read- 
ing an old newspaper account 
which mentioned the name of Mer- 
rill Davis, then a patrolman for 
the PRR. 


They contacted Davis and he 


tilled them in on the details of the 
tobbery, which took place near 
fc-here the coins were found. 


Davis surmised the g u n m a n 


checked the loot in the woods and 
after going through most of the 
bags and finding nothing but pen- 
nies, left them there and fled. A 
bag of gold, he said, was found 
Unopened. 


The finders divided the coins 


equally and said they will hold onto 
them until they are given some 
definite legal orders to turn them 
in. 


Business to 
Hire More 
College Grads 


EVANSTON, 111. (&— Northwest- 


•ern University said today the na- 
tion's employers apparently see a 
good year ahead for business and 
industry because they plan to hire 
more college and university grad- 
uates than in 1954 and pay them 
higher salaries. 


The university based its views 


on the ninth annual nationwide 
employment survey released by 
Dr. Frank S. Endicott, Northwest- 
em's director of placement. The 
.survey showed: 


A representative group of 152 


large and medium-sized companies 
report they will hire 19 per cent 
more engineers and other techni- 
cal graduates and 2 per cent more 
non-technical graduates than last 
year. 


Average starting salary in all 


fields represented by the com- 
panies will be S314 a month, $6 
higher than a year ago. Beginning 
engineers will be offered an aver- 
age of $361 a month and graduate 
accountants, S332 a month. 


The survey also showed that the 


graduate hired five years ago at 
$225 a month now is earning $508, 
if he made normal progress. In 
the sales field, average salaries 
have risen from S254 to S547 a 
month.

chosen by their companies as the 
outstanding men hired that year 
have increased their starting sa- 
laries by 240 per cent and now 
are averaging S639 a month.

State Plans Raise

Federation of Labor says its 1955 
legislative program will support a 
move to raise unemployment com- 
pensation to S40 a iveek. 


Present maximum benefits for 


unemployed in Illinois are S27 a 
week "for 26 weeks. 


Stanley L. Johnson, secretary- 


treasurer of the federation, said 
the group also will ask the Leg- 
islature to change the state law 
to cover all employers. The law 
now applies only to employers with 
at least six workers. 


This minimum has been cut to 


four employes in the Federal Un- 
employment Compensation Act, ef- 
fective" Jan. 1, 1956, and Samuel 
C. Berstein, Illinois unemploy- 
ment compensation commissioner, 
says the state will also mate the 
change.

He is developing self-confidence 


and free expression through activ- 
ities of every-day experiences Vis- 
ual, auditory ard k:nesthetic tram- 
ing is used through the program. 


Based On Child 


The program is developed for 


each child based on his limitations. 
He must not be pushed beyond his 
ability to understand or act. Ex- 
pecting the impossible from him is 
just as wrong as not expecting 
enough. Even day by day persist- 
ance cannot bring results that are 
not his to give. 


In our academic school we find 


the educable child. This child can- 
not profit from a program keyed to 
meet the demands of the normal 
child in the public school but he 
may have the ability to become a 
useful, self-supporting, happy and 
contented member of society, with 
individualized training 


Since individual differences are 


found here the same as any other 
school, one cannot predict what will 
be accomplished. The child may 
ad\ance as slowly or as rapidly as 
nis ability permits. The element of 
time is incidental 
Emphasis is 


placed on what he achieves 


A varied, concrete and flexible 


program is carefully worked out 
based on the child's needs, desires 
and abilities The learning proc- 
esses follow in a developmental se- 
quence. 


The general purpose of this pro- 


gram is to develop self-expression 
with self-control so that every cap- 
able individual may have an oppor- 
tunity to become a useful member 
of his community 


A successful social adjustment is 


by far the most important part of 
the program.

MATURE PARENT 


REMEMBER OWN CHILDHOOD 
TO UNDERSTAND A TEASER' 


By MRS. MURIEL LAWRENCE 


Today, after school, he went to the cellar—and discovered his little 


brother using his hammer to drive nails into a piece of plywood. As 
he'd been saving the wood for airplane construction, the sight of it, 
split and useless, filled him with dismay. 


Angrily he snatched it from Buddy, who kicked him and then fled 


crying to find his mother. 


Several* minutes later, rebuking her older son, his mother said to 


him, "Don't tell me what he did to your wood! You hid his skates 
yesterday. 
You tease him continually. I'm sick and tired of the 


squabbling between you two boys. . . ." 


This is a typical response to a "teasing" child's request for jus- 


tice. It is an immoral response based upon the principle of retalia- 
tion by which we justify Buddy's current imposition on Joe by Joe's 
past impositions on Buddy . 


Because the "teaser" is always judged by what he did yesterday, 


he learns to despair of justice today. 


That is why he "teases." 


I personally have great sympathy for the "teaser." I think it must 


be dreadful to have to live under continual condemnation for past action 
to which we cannot return to correct. So I can quite understand the 
sense of helplessness which is the "teaser's" problem—and know it 
drives him to greater and greater dependence upon sneaky attack by 
which he hopes to balance the injustices done him. 


I think it sad, but inevitable, that instead of trusting our justice he 


should have to trust pleasure in making Buddy experience the help- 
lessness he feels himself. 


So to parents of "teasers" I want to say, "Do you have any recol- 


lection at all of your own helplessness as a child unjustly accused? 
If not, then it is such a painful recollection that you've made a point 
of forgetting it. The truth is, you know exactly what it was to try and 
assemble your frightened wits against attack by your accusing adult." 


So far as I'm concerned, childhood offers no experience so harsh 


as the experience of injustice from the ones childhood has to trust. 


We dispense it because we don't want to remember how harsh If 


was.

Winternitz advanced the theory to- 
day that the big recorded increase 
in lung cancer may stem in part 
from the famed "flu" epidemic 
of 1918-19. 


Winternitz. a Hoover Commission 


scientist, said his influenza con- 
cept remains to be proved—but, 
he said, so does the alleged as- 
sociation between cigaret smoking 
and lung cancer. 


Nor is there proof, he said, for 


the idea that industrial and other 
chemicals in the atmosphere can 
cause human lung cancer. 


While telling an interviewer that 


Influenza may have been "a fac- 
tor" in the lung cancer increase 
recorded over the past few dec- 
ades. Winternitz said other causes 
might also be involved although 
"I'm 
not prepared to say what 


they might be." 


Winternitz. a onetime head path- 


ologist at Yale and recently re- 
tired from the National Research 
Council, is currently a medical 
task force member of the govern- 
ment 
reorganization 
commission 


headed by former President Hoo- 
ver. 


Winternitz said there is "sugges- 


tive" evidence—dating back about 
35 years—that the flu epidemic 
may have produced in many of 
its original surviving victims cer- 
tain 
permanent 
lung 
changes 


which may ultimately have devel- 
oped into cancer. 


He said post-mortem studies of 


a 
number 
of influenza 
victims 


there showed a "tremendous in- 
crease" in certain tissue cells of 
the lung lining—and that in some 
cases the cell growth was so ex- 
tensive and invasive that it looked 
exactly like a cancerous growth 
under the microscope.

Norris Denies That 
He Had Fights Fixed 
Former Boxer Reveals 
Tale of Deal 17 Years Ago 


NEW YORK UP)—Charges of a former heavyweight 


joxer that Jim Norris, president of the International Boxing 
club, had fixed fights some years ago were denied today by 
Norris as "untrue, libelous and absurd." 
Harry Thomas, a former boxer. 


wrote in an article appearing in 
the magazine Sports Illustrated 
that Norris "has been a fixer of 
prize fights." 


Now a Chicago stationary en- 


gineer, Thomas said Norris fixed 
his bout with Max Schmeling at 
Madison Square Garden Dec. 13, 
1937, 
and the Thomas-Tony Ga- 


lento fight in Philadelphia Nov. 
14. 1938. 


"The charge that I participated 


in fixed fights that took place 17 
years ago is untrue, libelous and 
absurd," said Norris in a state- 
ment. 


Cannot Defend 


"It is a cheap device on the 


part of the magazine seeking des- 
perately to build circulation at the 
expense of boxing." 


Norris said Thomas refused to 


testify at a hearing before the New 
York State Athletic Commission 
Nov. 21, 1939 and added: 


"Now the ridiculous story is re- 


vived at a time when most of the 
people mentioned in the article are 
dead and cannot conveniently de- 
fend themselves. 


"I did not promote the fights 


mentioned in the article. I did not 
manage any of the fighters men- 
tioned. 
The fights took place in 


New York and Philadelphia and 
my only interest in boxing at the 
time was as landlord of the Chi- 
cago Stadium and Detroit Olym- 
pia." 


Be Taken Care Of 


Thomas, whose manager of rec- 


ord at the time was the late Nate 
Lewis, said that during this period 
his secret manager was Norris. 


The former 
heavyweight said 


that in his garden fight with Jim- 
my Adamick, Feb. 18, 1938, he was 
supposed to "carry" Adamick. He 
was 
outpointed 
by 
Adamick. 


Thomas said his title fight with 
Joe Louis which he lost in Chi- 
cago Stadium April 1, 1938, was 
on the level. 


In his statement. Norris listed 


as those dead and unable to de- 
fend ihemselves. Lewis; Joe Ja- 
cobs. Schmeling's manager: Mike 
Jacobs. New York promoter, and 
Jim Mullen, Chicago Stadium pro- 
motor. 


Thomas said Joe Jacobs told him 


before the Schmeling fight, "you 
can make more money on this one 
fight than you could make on that 
farm the rest of your life. You do 
business with us and you'll be 
taken care of." 


Asked what was meant by "busi- 


ness," Thomas said Norris told 
him. "You'll have to take a dive. 
Lose the fight by a knockout."

Removes Half the Brain

LOS ANGELES I*—A Philadel- 


phia suigeon disclosed today he 
has 
been 
successfully 
treating 


stubborn cases of epilepsy and 
similar kinds of fits by removing 
half of the brains of children. 


One side or the other of the 


brain is taken out and the cavity 
is filled with a salt water solu- 
tion. Eventually body tissues ab- 
sorb the solution and half the skull 
remains empty. 


The youngsters do not lose any 


of their intelligence and their fits 
and antisocial behavior disappear, 
said Dr. Eugene P. Spitz, of chil- 
drens Hospital, Philadelphia. 


Dr. Spitz made the report for 


dehverv to the Radiological Society 
of North America, organization of 
specialists who work with x-rays 
and other forms of radiation. The 
operation is made possible by X- 
lay pictures showing which half 
of the brain is affected. 


This surgical feat is not new 


but it had been tried heretofore 
only in a limited way. Dr. Spitz 
reported on 16 such operations 


Not all of his little patients lived. 
But in every case, he said, the 
seizui es stopped immediately. 


Some of the newer diugs can 


control effectively 85 per cent of 
these afflictions, which are known 
medically as convulsive seizures. 
But the other 15 per cent remain 
m senous trouble. They not only 
have fits but some of them be- 
have violently. Dr. Spitz told of 
one who attacked a plavmate with 
a butcher knife. Others were sadis- 
tic, disobedient or unduly aggres- 
sive. 


In children with the uncontrol- 


lable kind of seizures there is pro- 
gressive deterioration of the men- 
tality and the neivous system, Dr. 
Spitz reported The condition shows 
up m an X-ray as a subnormal 
development of one side of the 
brain

shoot them. The city buys shells 
with cur tax money to let the dog- 
catcher shoot the ciogs There are 
other ways to kill puppies but ap- 
parently tins person just couldn't 
be that cruel They must feel ter- 
rible because of \ hat they v. ere 
forced to do. But heie is one con- 
solation — the pups are still alive 
and some of them will have homes. 
What happens to the ones the hu- 
mane society can't find homes foi"

This condemned person has a 


mother dog who is apparently well 
taken care of. And the puppies 
were kept at least six weeks Has 
anyone stopped to think what it 
would cost to keep eight dogs?

year. 


Average starting salary in all 


fields, including sales and general 
business training, will be S341 a 
month, $6 higher than last year. 
Beginning engineers will be offer- 
ed an average of S361 a month 
and graduating accountants S332 a 
month. 


The graduate hired five years 


ago who has made average pro- 
gress has 
almost 
doubled 
his 


starting salary, the survey re- 
poits. He started at S255 a month 
and now is earning S508 In the 
field of sales, average salaries

Endicott pointed out that 1949 


graduates chosen bv their compan- 
ies as the outstanding men hired in 
that year have increased their 
starting salaries by 240 per cent 
and now are earning an average 
$639 a month.
